‘Some Washoe county parties fear 
‘that the anti-Sharon fight will be car- 
ried too far. They want to know 
what would become of us if the fight 
narrowed down to Sharon and Fair? 
As we understand the situation, this 
does not enter into the calculation, 
for the reason that if a Republican 
Legislature is elected Fair is beaten, 
and vice versa.

- Towns That Sprung Upia a Month 
and Went Down as Rapidly. 


Nevada is an interesting State, not- 
withstanding the vast stretches of des- 
ert and the monotonous landscape. 
The absence of trees and the clearness 
of the atmo:phere enabies one to see 
immense distances, and anyone ac- 
guainted with the country can enter- 
taina whole carload of people by 


have been read of by nearly every Cciv- 
ilized man and woman. There is 
hardly a mile along the overland road 
that does not reveal something worthy 
of notice. It may be within a few 
feet of the car window, or it may ap- 
pear only for a moment before some 
gateway in a distant, mountain chain. 
One of the most exciting subjects of 
ecnversation with Eastern people wao 
visit this coast is the deserted towns 
and cities which abound so plentifully. 
In the older States a deserted house 
is a great rarity, and it stirs the im- 
agination of young and old. Wild 
legends of mystery are woven abont 
it, and no end of crimes are attributed 
to its builders. How the stories of 
childhood come up now, about the 
boy that ran.away and went to sea. 
H >w he came back to see his poor old 
mother, and how he found the house 


hanging by one hinge the yard grown 
up with weeds; and how he went to 
the graveyard and wept over her neg-

in Nevada deserts, 


deep mines deserted. Even for old 
residents, the ups and downs of Neva- 


da life have a charm, and the varra- 
tives of big mushroom towns are read 
with interest. Such a_ history had 
Humboldt city. Jn 1862 its popula- 
tion was 600. The excitencnt was 
caused by the discovery of a very large 
body of quartz in the mountain two 
and a half miles south of where the 
Humboldt House now stends, The 
town located itself io a narrow canyon 
only wide enough for one street, with 
nu row of houses on each side. There 
were some very fine buildings put up. 
(ne costing $25,000 was built by 
Price & Co. It was a two-story cov- 
cern, the fir-t of stone, the upper of 
adobe. It was designed for a saloon 
and dweiling. Lumber was worth a! 
that time two hundred dol'ars a thous- 
aud and laber five dollars aday. It 
was found that the quartz did not con- 
tain mpch silver, and after working 
two years and gving down two 
hundred feet, there Was no improve- 
ment,ind a stampede set in which had 
emptied it by 1865. There are now 
only two houses left standing. The 
cattle men and ranchers in the valley 
of the Humboldt have carried off the 
last bourd. Tne tine counters were 
used up for fencing, and the scroll 
work fur tire-wood. Sugsr-pine ceiling, 
elegant doors and windows, and all 
kins of materials went to build up 
the Humboldt house and its surround- 
ings. Meacham leit nothing to rot, 
bunt made everything work in some- 
where.

publican State Convention: 


Re so_vep, That the platform of pginciples 
adopted by the National Kepublican Conven- 
tion, at Chicago June last, deserves and re- 
ceives the approval and hearty indursement 
of allthe Republicans of Nevada. 

KEsoLveD, That the hurdes of Chinese that 
are coming in upon cur shores to eat ont our 
subsiance are destroying our country. impov- 
erishivg our mines, Miuing and Jaborers. de- 
bauchiug our youth, and mak.ng both men 
and wumer lower in the scale of humanity. 
This evil must and shal! be stupped, and to 
this end we pledye the entire strength of the 
Republican party. 

in the language of our great leader, we re- 
gard the immigration of Asiatics to the 
United states as little less than a servile in- 
vasion. Sheuld the Commissioners now in 
negotiation with the Chinese Government 
faii tu secure by the firet of next January such 
modification of the Burlingame Treaty as will 
practically put an end to the influx of Chiuese 
to this ountry, we demand that the treaty 
then be promptly annulled, and such lawe 
enacted as wiil relieve us at once and forever 
of the Aétiatic scourge now menacing the 
well-being o1 the Republic. 

KgsoLVéep, That we most beartily indorse 
the general financial! policy of the kepubli- 
can party, which, in spite of every opposi- 
tiou on the part of the Democracy, bas ied to 
the resumption of specie payments, the rais- 
ing of our national credit toa height never 
before kuown, and to the restoration oi a 
national prosperity. But we aleo demandsthe 
complete reetoration of silver coin to its 
former positéon by the side of gold; and for 
the purpose of attaining that end we ho:d 
it to be the duty of the Genera: Guvernment, 
through the authorization of Congress, to 
coin tuto standard dollars or other jegal tend. 
er currency, at the cost of coinage, aud forthe 
benefit of the producer, the entire silver pro- 
duct of the countr:, relieving the mining in- 
dustry from the loss attending the shipment 
to and sale of silver buliion in foreign mar-

As mining for the precious metals is the 
leading industry of Nevada. we are inflexibly 
opposed to the bill reported by the Committee 
on Mines and Missing, and now beiore the 
House of Representatives, prohibiting the 
folluwing of fissure veins or deposits beyond 
the vertical lines of suriace boundaries; and 
we urge our Representatives in both Heuses 
of Congress to continue their effurte for its 
defeat. Such a restriction would work disas- 
ter to the labors ofthe prospector, and seri- 
ously retard the development of the mineral! 
riches of the West, and we cordially indorse 
the action of our Representative, the Hon. R. 
M. Daggett, in this behal!. 

Keso.vep, That the Republican party 
claims it to be the right and auty of State and 
Territorial Legislatures to reguiate and re 
strict the charges ef railroads exclusively 
within their reepective boundaries, and that 
it is no leas the conetitutivunal rizht than the 
posit've duty_of Congress to regula ihe 
tariffs and restrict the charges of inter—State 
railroads. 

KESOLVED, That while we congratulate the 
country on the successful resumpiion of 
epecie payments, and the splendid financial! 
condition of the epuolic, we are iu favor of 
resiricting the issuance of National and State 
iegal tender notes, to denominations of not 
les- than five dollare, thus creating an in- 
creased home demand, as a circulating me- 
dium, for the precious metals which our 
mines are annualiy yielding. 

RESOLVED, That Gen. James A. Garfield 
and Chester A. Arthur, by their seryices to 
the country, by their devotion ‘o princip.e, 
and by their unsepotted reputation as men auc 
as citinens. are deserving of the united and 
earnest support of ali the loyal peop Jeof 
the United states for Presideut and V.ve 
P ersident thereot. We rejoice in their nom- 
inatiop, aud we piedge to them the electora! 
vote of Nevada at the ensuing clection, by an 
overwhelming mejority.
